Note the dirt Main Street and portions of wooden 
sidewalks in front of buildings still existing today.) In 1976, the city held a gigantic 200th birthday celebration. 

Through the years, patriotism has been evident throughout Hobart, including the ROTC in the High School, 
active military organizations, annual Memorial Day ceremonies and gigantic birthday celebrations every July 4th. 
Hobart celebrates, and Hobart remembers.

1. Virginia, West Virginia, North Carolina, Illinois, 
Kentucky and Ohio as well as Indiana have the 
Cardinal as state bird. 

These seven states make the Cardinal the most 
popular. It is followed by The Western Meadowlark, 
named by Kansas, Montana, Nebraska, North 
Dakota, Oregon and Wyoming; and The Mocking 
Bird, adopted by Arkansas, Florida, Mississippi, 
Tennessee and Texas. 

2. Only three states (Michigan, Wisconsin and 
Connecticut) name the Robin as state bird. 

3. In the 1950 s the Chamber of Commerce waged a 
successful campaign to have West Hobart mail 
delivered from the Hobart Post Office, rather than 
from the Gary Post Office. All Hobart residents then 
received their mail from the Hobart Post Office until 
1988 when annexation into Ross Township became 
final. 

4. There is also a Hobart, Oklahoma (population 
3,997). 

5. O’Dell-Smith Jewelers opened in 1886 and the 
Hobart Gazette in 1889. 

6. First settled in 1837, Hobart was platted in 1847, 
incorporated as a town in 1889 and became a city 
in 1921. 

7. It depends on how you count. If you count Fred 
Rose as two (he served two nonconsecutive terms)

GEORGE FRASER 


EAGLE SCOUT - We couldn’t 
determine exactly when Boy 
Scouts or Girls Scouts started 
in Hobart, but we did locate the 
first Hobart Eagle Scout! 

George Fraser, 90, became the 
first Hobart boy to earn Eagle 
Scout status in (about) 1930 
while a member df Hobart Boy 
Scout Troop 42. That troop has 
existed at least since 1929, and 
is still active today under their 
leader, Joe Larson. 

Fraser recalls Don Boyd and Bon Purdy being involved 
with construction of the first Hobart Scout Cabin with 
telephone poles. The land (west of Pavese Park) was donated 
by the Barnes family. That cabin was destroyed by arsonists 
(who were apprehended) in 1978. The new cabin was 
dedicated in 1986. 

Retired from Standard Oil, Fraser also worked at 
American Bridge when the towers for the San Francisco 
Golden Gate Bridge were constructed at the local area 
business. He also served as leader of Troop 42 at one point 
in his life. Fraser Lane in Hobart is named for his family.
